Petrograd, June 26.—German troops have been cleaved 


from the northern bank of the Dniester river in the Kezaiiy 
district of Galicia, the Russian -war office announces, and in 
the Martynow region the Czar's troops have captured rem- 
nants of the Teutonic forces who were trapped on the north- 
ern bank when the German forces were hurled back. 


Despite the victories of the Russians in the earlier stages of 


the fighting on the Dniester river, the Austriahs are continuing 
their attempts to cross the rivet and hard fighting is in progress 
along the front. .The latest report from'the front announced 
successes for the Russians at several points along the battle 
front extending from the Baltic provinces to Bukowina, but 
admits a German success in the 'valley of the Orzyc river* 
Northern Poland, where the Russians evacuated fortifications 
which the Kaiser's artillery has destroyed.
